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§.0/100 KG- CRYSTAL CALIBRATOR 
By Max Main, W¢# BDH 


Lecal Air Force MARS members 
who received some of the FM Test os- 
cillators inthe large equipment.racks 
recently may be interested in this one, 

The chassis marked "Summing 
Amplifier" contains a very accurate 
50/100kc oscillator that can be trans- 
ferred toa smaller, more convenient 
layout if desired. The schematic dia- 
gram shows the layout. 

These layouts are equipped with 
a James Knight"KJ" series hermetic + 
ally sealed crystal unit inside a ther - 
mostatically controlled oven. 

When 6.3 volts is applied to pins 
3 and 7, the oven will maintain the 
‘crystals at a constant 65°C, plus or 
minus 2°. This allows the crystal os- 
cillator to operate with an accuracy 
of 15 parts per million. 

The selector switch then allows 
either the 50 kc or 100 ke crystal to 
be selected. The outpur can then be 
coupled to your station receiver for 
use in checking calibration in case it 
is not es with a calibrator,

Harmonics from the 50 kc or 100 
kc units willappear throughout the am- 
ateur bands and provide an accurate 
determination of bands edges, or a 
standard for frequency measurements 
tests, 


The OAZ VR tube provides reg- 
ulated voltages of 150 volts for the os- 
cillator plate and screen, These units 
were operated from a B plus supply 
300 volts, but any voltage will work 
OK as long as it is above the firing 
potential of the OA2, 

If a voltage other than 300 volts 
is to be used, remove the 15K, 2 watt 
resistor and substitute as follows: 


(B plus to be used) — 150 
Ol ie 


The resistor, or course, is drop- 
ping the supply to 150 voits with a 
normal circuit drain of approximately 
10 ma. 

Locate the unit away from other 
heat producing objects inthe ham shack 
to allow the crystal oven to regulate 
the crystal temperature. Then when 
tuning across the band you'll find cry- 
stal marked beat notes every 50kc or 
100ke and with an accuracy approach-

Shortly after midnight, he, 
with co-pilots SLN and ERA, took off for 
the summit in a KKTV jeep. 

ERA operated LHS's rig at the KK- 
TV transmitter as HLS and SLN tramped 
the mountain top, helpirig wherever: they: 
were needed. 

Daylight found many persons fight- 
ing the fire, which was to burn over 400 
acres, 


Base stationthroughoutthe day was 
K4GMC/9, Will Gregson, with MNL, Ros- 
ie, and MNM, Linda, operating. More 
than 30 phone calls were made-~-~20 were 
phone patches, 

Traffic consisted of getting identi= 
fication of planes in the area and warning 
themaf helicopters flying near by; alert- 
ing personnel in charge of expected 30 to 
40 mile winds,cordering food at the req - 
uest of the Red Cross and coordinating a 
group of workers inthe field and the of- 
fice; even phone patching two CBers, so 
they could plan their operations. 

Thunder and lightning announced the 
coming of rain and the men were called 
in from the field due to danger of light- 
ning. After a brief shower, men return- 
ed to work as.a 40 mile wind beganto fan 
some ofthe hotcoals into flames. As the 
wind abated, things looked better. 

DGL and WAMHHO, John Summers, 
Jr., donned water packs and joined the 
fire fighters. DGL supplied GCH with a 
good spray ofwater to assure that George 
wasn't asleep on the job. 

The situation looked good at 6:10 p, 
m. and the (Smokey Bear) AREC net was 
closed. 

Atiredbunchof operators breathed 
a sigh of relief and ended another period 
of service to the community;
